Recent y£ars have seen a growing enthusiasm in this country for the Chines^ 
game Wei*-ch.fi } . "better known in the West by its Japanese name C-d a In. this study ? "Ifr* 
Boorman prppour4s the thesis that study of Wei~ch r i strategy (l follow him in using' 
the less faiailiar Chinese name) can illuminate lho l s principles of guerilla warfare* 

In Wel~ch ; i the 'players place ""stones" on a nineteen by nineteen board 'with the 
objectives, -of* first r claiming territory by surrounding it, and secondarily, sur- 
rcunding-and^ capturing the enemy* s stones* ¥x* Boorman begins T*y" noting that F&o 
himself employs the Wei~ch*i - guerilla 'war analogy in " Problems of Strategy in~ 
Guerilla War against Japan" and --"On Protracted War" a Boorman pursues the analogy 
both on the. lovtl of literal military encirclement and 11 inside encirclement 11 by 
psychological warfare o Just as a group of stones mist be surrounded both from out- 
side and inside to be captured* In his analysis of' the Sim-Japanese War 'and the 
civil war-between the Communists and the Euomintang, he 'shows that Communist stra- " 
tegy followed the usual Wei-ch*! pattern of disconnection, encirclement, ard annihl— 
laticn<> He also notes that the Reds, having "completed encirclement f merely salted 
for thq 'trapped enemr"to give up, as Wei^ch : i 'players may not bother to formally 
complete the capture of •stones -regarded as doomed, or "dead 11 / Hp frequently illus- 
trates -^is analyses with positions from actual Wei~ch r i games. 

Another Wel-ch 1 ! principle which Boorman see3 in ikoist strategy is the c«rcen~ 
tration of early play along the corners and edges, ^h.er^ it is easiest to form ter- 
ritory with the least number of stones » The Reds concentrated on the sociological 
edges of both the country (the hinterland) and the people (the peasantry) , while 
their opponents attempted ■ to control the urban and industrial u center", (Boorman 
is, understandably, surprised at the use of this strategy by the Japanese ; in view ■ 
of their rational involvement with Go* He speculates that either they may have been 
influenced, by "the Germans f9 or that " Perhaps they viewed China as a cftrner of the 
larger board -of East Asia' and the Pacific".*) It may be noted that this is in 
marked contrast to "Russian Communi.st theory, with its reliance irpon the "central" 
proletariat ? and Boorman speculates that this may be at the bottom of Soviet- 
Chinese alienation* 

Our author, believes that lho l s opponents failed against this strategy because 
they were dominated by" the Chess-type thinking of western strategy* (Again, note 
Russian involvement with 'Chess 0 ) In Chess, victory Is always a matter of direct 
force-, and control of the center of the board is the key to it; Thus P westerners 
facing Maoist guerilla warfare are like the person "who does not know that there is ■ 
more than one kind of ch !
